Governor Bailey's bond refunding bill.

Opposition to the measure dissolved 


when a companion bill was introduced 
in the senate at noon to provide that 
a board of eleven should have author- 
ity in carrying out the bond program. 


The house passed the original bill 


tinder a gentleman's agreement that 
the companion bill would Ix; passed by 
both houses and submitted to the gov- 
ernor at the same time he receives the 
original measure. 


Under an agreement between the 


governor and lieutenant governor both 
bills will be signed at the same time. 


Terms Are Reached 


LITTLE ROCK-</P/—Signed by 32 


senators and Lieutenant Governor Bob 
Bailey, a bill proposing to set up a 
board of finance to handle with Gov- 
ernor Carl Bailey the refinancing of 
88 million dollars in state highway 
bonds wa.s introduced in the senate 
shortly before noon Wednesday by 
Rowell of Pine 'Bluff. 


The bill proposes the creation of a 


board composed of the governor, the 


estate comptroller, a member of the 
(Arkansas Highway Commission to be 


chosen by the governor, the president 
of the Arkansas Bankers association, 
and one member from each congres- 
sional district to be chosen by the gov- 
ernor with the approval of the sen- 
ate. 


The bill provides that the board shall 


aid "in the enforcement and carrying 
into effect of any law or laws to 
authorize the issuance of general re- 
funding bonds." 


It further provides that "no power or 


authority given the governor by pro- 
visions of law or laws may bo ex- 
ercised except with the approval of 
said board at a meeting called by the 
governor." 


Reach Refunding Peace 


LITTLE ROCK—Passage of Gover- 


nor 
Bailey's 
highway 
refinancing 


measure without amendment was as- 
sured Tuesday night, following con- 
ferences at which it was agreed that 
efforts to designate the state Refund- 
ing Board as the agency to negotiate 
for sale of new bonds would be aban- 
doned and that a companion bill will 
be introduced fixing the number of 
members to be appointed on the Board 
of Finance provided for in section 2 
of the administration's original bill. 


The supplemental bill will have the 


approval of Governor Bailey, it was 
ro|xirled, and will authorize him to 
designate a board of 10 members to 
serve with him in directing the re- 
financing of $88,000,000 in highway and 


fctoll bridge bonds at lower interest 
p-ules. 


The board members would be re- 


quired to take the usual constitutional 
oath and no member would be per- 
mitted to bo interested directly or in- 
directly in any of the bonds or finan- 
cial transactions. 


Although, neither Governor Bailey 


nor Lieut. Gov. Bob Bailey would 
make a statement concerning the con- 
ferences held Tuesday and Tuesday 
night, it was believed that the agree- 
ment will end all differences between 
the two officials. 


The companion bill, which was to 


be introduced in the senate Wednes- 
day by Senator Hendrix Rowell, will 
authorize the governor to name a 
member from each Congressional dis- 
trict, a new member of the Highway 
Commission, the president of the Ar- 
kansas Bankers' Association and the 
state comptroller to serve on the 
Board of Finance. 


Those appointed will be subject to 


confirmation by the senate. 


The governor will be chairman of 


the board and the comptroller will be 
secretary. A majority of the board, 
six members, would be required to 
transact business. All duties set out 
in the original bill relating to re- 
financing and handling of thu new 
bonds will be .subject to approval by 
the board. 


The governor was said to have- told 


jjjjuembcrs of the House and Senate who 
"ctmslted him that he never had any 


intention except to designate a boaril 
that would be representative of the 
entire state.

Council Acts on City 


Traffic Issue 


The city council Tuesday night pass- 


ed a motion eliminating center park- 
ing on South Main street and requir- 
ing parallel parking on Second and 
Division streets. 


The motion also said that curb 


parking on South Main would be at a 
greater angle than the present rcg- 
luation to allow additional parking 
space. 


The council asked the co-operation 


of merchants and employes in this 
matter, to park their automobiles at 
the rear of their business establish- 
ments if possible. 


The new parking regulations will go 


into effect as soon as the street de- 
partment can paint new parking lanes. 


The council, in requiring parallel 


parking on Second street overrode the 
protest of several merchants who had 
signed a petition against parallel park- 
ing on that street. 


The petition pointed out that par- 


allel parking was more difficult and 
would take up greater space and would 
tend to hurt business. 


Walter Locke, who was appointed 


by a committee to make a drainage 
survey of South Walnut street, re- 
ported to the council that the proposed 
improvement of the street would re- 
lieve surplus water on South Main 
street which becomes flooded during 
heavy rains. 


The council, however, took no def- 


inite action toward opening up the 
street from Third to the high school 
building. The federal government has 
approved a WPA project for improve- 
ment of the street, but work cannot 
be started until the city pledges its 
share of expense.

Taney Cites Army for Con- 


tempt, But President 


Ignores Order 


(Third in a Series of Four)

WASHINGTON.-Abraham Lincoln 


got all the breaks in his struggles with 
the Supreme Court, and he used them 
to score three complete victories. 


The groundwork of Lincoln's bellig- 


erence, ironically enough, was laid by 
the Supreme Court itself in the ill- 
starred Dred Scott decision four years 
before the Civil war. 


The ruling was written by the same 


Roger B. Taney that Jackson had ele- 
vated to the highest tribunal 20 years 
before.- Taney was close to his 80th 
year and the possessior of sound men- 
tal and physical health when his de- 
cision was written that left Dred Scott 
in servitude and, in effect, calidated 
slavery north of "36-30" on the ground 
that the Missouri compromise was un- 
constitutional. 


Senatorial Candidate Lincoln caught 


the issue early out in Illinois and used 
it to the hilt against Douglas in their 
famous debates. The lanky Illinois 
lawyer announced boldly the nation 
should decline to abide by the decision, 


Lincoln Speaks Out 


"We think the court's decisions, 


when fully settled, should control not 
only the particular cases decided but 
the general policy of the country," he 
argued. "But we think the Dred Scott 
decision is erroneous." 


The towering Taney, austere, now 


somewhat stooped, but firm, silently 
held his ground, and H is small wonder 
that the war was only a few months old 
before he ran into trouble with the 
equally determined Lincoln. 


The first skirmish came when Die 


military forces arrested John Merry- 
man and imprisoned him in Fort MJc- 
Henry, near Baltimore, on charges of 
raising rebel forces. 
. The prisoner asked for a writ of 
habeacs corpus and got it from Taney, 
who was sitting as circuit court judge. 
By authority of Lincoln, the army de- 
clined to produce the prisoner. Prompt- 
ly Taney held the Fort McHenry com- 
mand in contempt. This decision like- 
wise was ignored. 


Taney Strikes Back 


The chief justice then proceeded to 


write an opinion pointing out that the 
civil courts were still clothed with 
full apthority. He sent a copy to the 
President. 


Shortly after he took this decisive 


step, the 8-1-year-old justice remarked 
on leaving home for court one day: 


"It is likely I will be imprisoned at 


Fort McHenry myself before nightfall, 
but I am going to court to do my duty." 


Lincoln merely obtained an opinion 


from hLs attorney general that the 
President, as commander-in-chief of 
the army, was actnig for the public 
safety. Taney's orders were ignored. 


Meanwhile, the harassed President 


was absorbed in the war, and allowed 
three vacancies to accumulate in the 
high tribunal by 1862. 


Lincoln Wins 


Whatever the reason, Lincoln sud- 


denly turned his attention to the empty 
seats, and sent the senate three nomi- 
nations which were approved in rapid 
order. 


Before the court were the famous 


"prize cases," involving the right of 
the union to blockade southern ports. 
When the decision came down, Lin- 
coln'se three new justices swung the 
tide, and the union won. The margin 
was 5-to-4. 


The third and last encounter be- 


tween the Lincoln administration and 
the tenacious Taney was a minor dif- 
ference over the deduction by the 
treasury of 3 per cent of the justices' 
salaries—part of a government-wide 
war economy measure. 


Taney protested in vain. 
"I see no hope," he wrote desparmg- 


ly to a friend, "that the Supreme Court 
will ever again be restored to the auth- 
ority and rank which the constitution 
intended to confer upon it." 


Score Stands Even 


The fact remained that Lincoln gain- 


ed his immediate ends—and the Su- 
preme Court was discredited tempor- 
arily in the public eye. Years were 
to elapse before the greatness of Taney 
as a chief justice would be recognized. 


The score of (lie contests between 


the Supreme Court and the Presidents 
then stood at two-all, and one draw. 
Washington and Jefferson hud lust; 
Jackson and Lincoln had won 


Historians may argue at length about 


the draw, but the fact remains (hut 
both sides could claim a victory. The 
contenders wer<; President Martin Van 
Buren, Jackson's political h<?ir to thu 
White House, and a much youger 
Roger B. TaJiey.

Tongue of Scarlet Fever Victim Takes on 


Strawberry Appearance 


By DR. MORRIS FISHBEIN

Orie of the most interesting symp- 


toms! of scarlet fever involves the ton- 
gue. Because of its bright red appear- 
ance, and because the tissue of the 
surface of the tongue swells so as to 
show tiny pits, the tongue of a scarlet 
fever victim is called strawberry ton- 
gue. ,-~ 


• 
In most cases of scarlet fever, swell- 


ing of the neck glands is a common 
sign. Also exceedingly important are 
the serious effects of the disease on 
the kidneys: another important com- 
plication is infection in the ears. The 
.severe inflammation and swelling in 
the throat may extend into the Eusta- 
chian tubes, which pass from the back 
of the nose to the ears. The infection, 
top, may spread through to the ear 
and causa serious infection, with ulti- 
mate destruction of hearing. 


In the majority of. cases, scarlet 


fever is spread by infection which 
passes from one person to another. An- 
other important factor in the spread 
of the disease is a contaminated water 
or milk supply. 


Also interesting is the fact that in- 


fections with scarlet fever vary from 
time to time in their .severity. The 
condition at present appears to be...a 


' fairly mild type, but there have been 


occasions when exceedingly severe August. 


forms of scarlet fever have attacked 
whole communities. 


The usual time required for an at- 


tack of scarlet fever after one has 
been exposed to the disease is from 
three or four days, although cases have 
appeared as late as seven clays after 
the infection. 


The germ which causes scarlet fever 


is a streptococcus. This has been ap- 
parent for a great many years. The 
streptococcus, however, is an organism 
which appears in many forms. Thus, 
there are streptococci which prdouce 
such conditions as childbed 
fever,

"Sisters" Is Eventful Brinig Novel. 


"The Sisters," by Myron Brinig (Far- 


rar and Uinehart) is the newest novel 
to come from the pen of one our best 
young writers. 


Beginning in the town of Silver Bow, 


Mont., in the years before the war . . . 
1907 and 1908 . . . the novel traces the 
life patterns of the three Elliott sisters, 
Louise, Grace, and Helen, daughters of 
the local pharmacist. 


Louise, the eldest, elopes with u Sun 


Francisco newspaperman, is deserted 
by him and is married again, this time 
to Aaron Benson, a successful depart- 
ment store owner. 


Grace, the middle sister, stays in 


Silver Bow and marries the son of the 
local banker. 


Helen, the youngest, marries a min- 


ing millionaire three times her age and 
embarks on a series of spectacular 
marital adventures. The scene prog- 
resses from Montana to California, 
thence to New York, and takes in its 
stride all the colorful years of the 
early part of the century. 


Tills brief resume does not begin to 


tell the story, or sketch all the minor 
characters of the novel. It s a book 
of tremendous scope, deep insight, and 
subtle character delineation. The lives 
of the three Elliott sisters are packed 
with fascinating happenings, and the 
skill with which Mr. Brinig depicts 
these events is seldom found in so 
young a writer. 


If there is a fault to be found with 


'The Sisters," it is that the author 
llels us too much about them arid 
leaves too litlte to the imagination.

Thinks Congress Needs Check 


If lawyers and judges would adopt 
simple rule in keeping with the 


calities of the situation they would 
av: "Congress, which is full of law- 
.ers, may know as much about the 
Constitution as we do, and every act 
ii Congress is valid unless it does in 
'act run contrary to a clear and ex- 
press mandate of the Constitution." 


On the whole this war, the position 
aken by the late Justice Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes; but then Chief Justice 
Taft is reported to have said that 
rlolmes did not know any constitulion- 
il law. 


Why not abolish checks and bal- 


ances, and deprive the court of the 
power to pass upon the constitutional- 
ity of acts of Congress? That pro- 
posal, in my opinion, places too much 
•eliancc on the wisdom, moderation, 
and knowledge of Congress. Its his- 
tory is not without flaws. 


Congress Not Always Alert 


Only two years ago that august body 


passed "the red rider" which insults 
the teachers of the District of Co- 
lumbia, violates every principle of 
educational liberty, and profoundly 
disturbs the well-administered schools 
of the District. This rider was jam- 
med through by the congressional ma- 
chainc when a large number of mem- 
bers opposed to it were apparently 
asleep. Nobody who thinks that hu- 
man liberty is of any value will wan 
to leave everything he holds dear to 
the mercy of a mere majority of Con- 
gress. 


So the business of the supreme court 


and the Constitution, as I said in the 
beginning, is not simple. It is highly 
complicated. 
Devices, such as en- 


larging the court or amending the 
Constitution, have merits and are use- 
ful. 


But the discussion of the fundamen- 


tals of government, the spread of 
knowcledgc, the explosion of legal 
sophistries, the development of com- 
mlsory self-restraint on the part of 
udgcs, and a recurrence to first prin- 
iples by the people, may be even 
nore useful in the orderly and pro- 
gressive development of 
American 


nstilutions.

What the Constitution Says 


ARTICLE 3 


Section 1 


The Judicial power of the United States shall be vested in one su- 


preme court, and in such inferior courts as the Congress may from time 
to time ordain and establish. The judges, both of the supreme nnd in- 
ferior courts, shall hold their offices during good behavior, and shall at 
stated times receive for their services a compensation which shall not 
be diminished during their continuance in office. 


Section 2 


1—The judicial power shall extend to all cases in law nnd equity 


arising under this Constitution, the laws of the United States, and 
treaties made, or which shall be made, under their authority; to all 
cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers and consults; to all 
cases of admiralty nnd maritime jurisdiction; to controversies to which 
the United States shall be a party; to controversies between two or 
more states, between a state and citizens of anotfier state, between cit- 
izens of different states, between citizens of the same state claiming land,) 
under grants of different states, and between a state, or the citizens 
thereof, and foreign states, citizens, or subjects. 


2—In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers, and 


consuls, and those in which a state shall be party, the supreme court 
shall have original jurisdiction. In all the other cases before mentioned 
the supreme court shall have appellate jurisdiction both, as to law and 
fact, with such exceptions and imder such regulations as the Congress 
shall make.

There are 
no frills of any sort. 


Stalin doesn't have a great amount 


of spare time for private pursuits. But 
he is said to be a most affectionate 
father, and his little motherless daugh- 
ter is one of the chief comrades of his 
private life. Frequently they are seen 
at the movies. 


The steel man's closest friends are 


Marshal KKJementi Voroshiloff, com- 
missar for war and navy, and Sergo 
Ordjonkidze, commissar for heavy in- 
dustry—the latter a Georgian, like 
Stalin. The three are much together. 


The Soviet chief lost his dearest 


friend when death took Maxim Gorky, 
the famous writer. The two always 
were visiting each others' homes and 
talking for hours on end.

Work Imperils Health 


Stalin's devotion to work has seri- 


ously threatened his health, if not his 
life, on more than one occasion since 
he came into power. In 1927 he was 
ill with a stomach complaint for sev- 
eral weeks. In April, 19329, he suffer- 
ed a stroke of paralysis and it was not 
until October that he was able to re- 
turn to his desk. 


As time has gone on, the strain of 


overwork has shown more and more 
in his face and in graying of his hair. 
Last fall there were persistent reports 
that he was gravely ill. Indeed, some 
rumors had him dead, and color was 
lent to this by the fact that he had not 
been seen lor a considerable tint*.
